Hastings the state- 
ment was made that the writer had 
given Brandenburg “a formal written 
jassignment, by which he had tke ex- 
. }clustve right to said article.”

“| have examined the signature sub- 
mitted to me by Mr. Ybarra, ahd com- 
pared it with others of Mr. Cleveland's 
and believe that the one submitted by 
Mr. Ybarra is genuine. I have no rea- 
son to beileve the article furnished you 
by Mr. Brandenburg purporting to 
have been written by Cleveland is not
